For Mr Michelin 
plays with almost an unblemlish- 
ed accuracy nnd the technical 
dimMeuldes, posed in the various 
works, ure overcome effortlessly, 
Above sll cach interpretation of 
the widely divergent — styles, 
which works by Eccles, Mozart, 
Heethoven, Saint-Saens and de 
Falla represent, Is correct and 
sullably contrasted, 

Though [admired most Mr 
Michelin's — effortlessnesa, at no 
Une during the — performance 
tof the four compositions, which 
were oon the programme, did 
one receive the Impression that 
Utte thought had = gone into 
their preparnlion. Each work 
Oppeared to be carefully studied 
and yet everything was kept 
flowing without being merely 
fluent.
